common at $125 and the, preferred at 
par, would result in the formation of 
a company operating 18,718 miles of a 
railroad, with a share capital of $423,-

Captain Lemly resumed the question- 


ing of Lieutenant Lei per by asking him 
concerning the blockade of Santiago by 
Commodore Schley. 


The witness said that when the New 


Orleans joined the blockade the vessels 
were lying in column from six to eight 
miles off whore a little to the eastward 
of directly south of the mouth of the 
harbor. 


On cross examination Mr. Rayner 


called the attention of the witness to 
the statement of Captain Folger, who 
had been In command of the New Or- 
leans, that the fleet was nearer the 
shore at night than iu daytime aud ask- 
ed whether be agreed with his com- 
manding officer. 


The witness replied: "As a fleet or 


squadron 1 do not agree that they mov- 
ed closer to tbe shore nt night. 1 have 
an indistinct recollection that the New 
Orleans the first evening was lying a 
little farther off shore than the Brook- 
lyn.

"When the Brooklyn took up her 


course east, the New Orleans bad to go 
in probably a quarter or possibly half a 
mile to get her position in the rear of 
the Brooklyn, but it was no more than 
that. I was simply to stand iu. It may 
have been that that gave the captain 
or commanding ofllcer the Impression 
that we were closer in at night." 


Mr. Uuyner called attention to the 


fact that the log of the New Orleans 
placed the distance of that vessel from 
the Morro at four and one-half miles, 
and the witness said this was true. 


Lieutenant Lelper snid in further re- 


ply to questions that his estimate of 
the distance out was entirely due to 
visual observation. 


Judge Advocate Lemly then asked 


him, 
"Does what you have beard read 


from these reports, made In iSiCi and 
which tlu not appear to have been bas- 
ed upon actual experience in action, 
change your views, formulated upon 
your own practice with the stadlmeter 
ami in action?" 


The witness replied: "They do not 


change my idea of the stadlmeter. The 
stadimeter Is an instrument that is ac- 
curate at short ranges and becomes in- 
accurate at higher ranges." 


Lieutenant Commander William II. 


Schuetze, who as lieutenant was the 
navigator of the battleship Iowa dur- 
ing the summer of IS'.IS and who is now 
superintendent of compasses iu the 
navy department, was the next •wit- 
ness. 


He was a member of the board of 


navigators which prepared the official 
chart of the positions of the vessels 
engaged on both sides in the battle of 
July 3, and Judge Advocate Lemly ask- 
ed him concerning the report made by 
that board which accompanied the 
chart. 
The witness said he had not 


been satisfied with the report. 


Signed Report Under Protest. 


"I protested,'1 lie said, "against sign- 


Ing the report as being inaccurate, but 
I was finally persuaded to do so by 
the senior member of the board. Com- 
mander Wainwright, who thought that 
was the best we could do even if \ve 
stayed there until doomsday, aud I 
signed it under protest. 


"My first objection was that the chart 


was inaccurate; that the position ot" the 
Iowa as plotted on this chart gave her 
too much speed. In order to keep the 
Iowa in relative position to the other 
ships for certain distances she approx- 
imately appeared to be making eight- 
een knots when she was making nine 
or ten. 


"Another objection 1 had was tht 


iuitial position of the Brooklyn when 
the Spaniards first left the harbor. I 
contended that the Brooklyn's position 
\vas too close to the mouth of the har- 
bor; that she was not in her regular 
position. She was south of it. 


"I based th.it assertion on the fact 


that when I first discovered the Span- 
iards coming out of the harbor I looked 
over toward the other ships on our left, 
and the Brooklyn was very nearly 
abeam of the Iowa. The Iowa was 
heading north, directly into the har- 
bor.'1

Commander Schuetze was asked in 


regard to hts observations of the Brook- 
lyn iu the battle of July 3. He replied:

"I saw tbe Brooklyn at the beginning 


' of the action about port abeam of the 


Iowa. I saw her some minutes after- 
ward, when she appeared to be headed 
i little to the eastward of north.

"It is difficult to tell, because she was 


, very nearly broadside on. Soon after- 
' ward I saw her headed to the eastward, 


about due east, I should say. That is 
the last I saw of her."

"RIDING THE STANG." 


An Old Custom That Sttll Lives In 


the North of England. 


In some portions of the world the cus- 


toms of the "good old days" still obtain. 
The method pursued in the treatment of 
drunken husbands in the north of Eng- 
land is a survival from the time when 
there were no magistrates convenient be- 
fore -whom the erring husband might be 
haled. 


This method is known, as "riding the 


stang," and, though a very old practice, 
quite recently two cases of its being en- 
forced were brought before the public 
notice. 


The erring husbands were tied astride 


long poles and carried in this ridiculous 
and uncomfortable position through the 
streets of their town and followed by a 
jeering crowd of men, women and chil- 
dren, who did not hesitate to pelt them 
with refuse, according to the time hon- 
ored usage on these occasions. 


There are variations of the methods of 


"riding the stang," however, that men- 
tioned above being perhaps the severest 
form. 


In parts of Yorkshire and other north- 


ern counties, for instance, "riding the 
stang" is practiced more as a vicarious 
punishment for any frailty on the part 
olg^&on or wife than a direct and per- 
sonal punishment, as iu the cases in-

stapcod above. 
TNeieedless to say, in the cases in which 
the ceremony is performed vicariously 
the person who rides the stang is not 
subjected to bodily ill treatment at the 
bands of those who perform it. 


J^(l8 usually some good natured friend 


who is selected for bestriding the stang. 
He is carried through the streets in the 
dusk of the evening on the shoulders of 
two men, preceded by another carrying 
a lantern. 


At every fifty yards or so the proces- 


sion makes a halt, during which the ac- 
commodating stang rider recites these 
verses: 


Good neighbors attend while I you harangue; 


"TiB neither for jour sake nor for my sake 


That I ride the staug. 


But it is for the wife of John Smith 


That I lide the stang. 


In the fullness of time the procession 


finds itself outside the house of the guilty 
husband, where it disperses after a few 
choruses of hoots and jeers. 


The vocal discord, however, is seldom 


deemed sufficiently soul stirring, a sup- 
plementary pandemonium produced from 
pots, pans and kettles usually being em- 
ployed against the offender.

Honey and Hid O\vu Youujj..--O- 


"The Hudson bay marten, the'littlo filr' 


bearer whose skin is ever popular and at 
times oxceediugb valuable, is still plenti- 
ful iu that region of fur bearers," said W. 
B. Salmon, ona time a trapper for the 
Hudson Bay company, "but I believe it 
would have been virtually extinct there 
long ago if it were not for a habit it bus 
of making periodical disappearances, for 
the mystery of which I never heard any 
satisfactory explanation. 


"Thcbe disappearances occur every ten 


years. "Where the animals go to no one 
knows. No dead ones are ever found, aud 
no one has yet discovered any evidence of 
their migi-atiou to any other region. A 
few martens, of course, remain on their 
old feeding grounds, but during the sea- 
sou of the disappearance of their fellows 
none of them will touch the bait in a 
trap, and consequently none is caught. 
The nest year the martens are back 
agaiu in their old haunts as numerous us 
ever aud for ten years more submit to 
being caught. 


"The Hudson bay martens seem to be 


the only ones of the species that have 
tliis strange habit. The Lake Superior 
martens don't waste auy of their time in 
disappearing voluntarily, but are fonud at 
the old stnud year in and year out, hous- 
inc: themselves in- hollow trees in the 
deepest woods and making life a perpet- 
ual burden to birds, squirrels, rabbits and 
other small game on which they prey. 


"The Lake Superior marten has one 


predilection of the palate, in which he re- 
sembles the bear. That is a passion for 
honey. He will line a wild bee to its 
home with the precision of the must ex- 
pert bee hunter, aud the hidden bweets 
of that bee colony will have to be in a 
most inaccessible place if. the marten 
doesn't soon revel in them. 


"Like the male mink, the male marten 


has an overpowering love not only for 
his own offspring, but for the offspring 
of his follow martens—such peculiar love, 
indeed, that if it wasn't for the instinct 
and shrewdness of the mother martens 
the raw of, martens would have been un- 
known long ago. The male marten is so 
fond of his young that he will eat them 
up whenever be happens to rind them. 
The mother, therefore, bears her young 
in Koine secret hiding place, and keeps 
thorn hidden until they are half grown 
and able to defy the cannibalistic lovo of 
their sire. The female mink exercises 
the same instinct with her progeny, for 
the father of them, as fond as he is of 
trout and other fish, will leave his fishing 
any time to dint1 on his interesting little 
family."—New York Times. 


Mountains Miidc of Skeletons. 


Many of the most imposing mountain 


ranges .of the globe are largely made up 
of limestones composed almost entirely 
of the hard parts of animals which once 
lived iu the sea, the most important of 
these rock buildiug forms being of a very 
small size. The solid earth is, in fact. 
a colossal graveyard, and many of its 
most imposing elevations are stupendous 
tombstones. 


The chalk making up the white cliffs 


to which England owes her name of 
Albion (Latin, albus, white) is chielly 
composed of microscopic shells closely re- 
sembling those now found at the bottom 
of the sea. Hills and mountain ranges 
largely made of this chalk extend from 
Britain and France round the shores of 
the Mediterranean and away into Asia, 
and are largely represented in other parts 
of the world. Even more remarkable is 
the limestone of which the pyramids are 
built. 


This is chiefly made up of coin shaped 


shells (mummulites), partly responsible, 
no doubt, for eastern legends of magic 
money. The limestone containing them 
attains a thickness of several thousand 
feet and is the material of which many 
mountain ranges are largely built. Be- 
ginning on the west, we have the Pyre- 
nees and Alps, followed by the Carpa- 
thians, Caucasus, 
mountains of Asia 


Minor, North Africa and Baluchistan 
aaaj)*jitstly, the Suleiman mountains. 
Himalayas and ranges in China and 
Japan.

Ellis island, in New York harbor, 


where counties? immigrants land, affords 
a rare study in osculation. At no place 
in the wide world is there so much kibs- 
ing done. The oscillatory performance is 
of the continuous variety, and clay in and 
day out, 110 matter what the weather 
conditions are, the kissing hhow goes on. 


The particular spot where Ions sepa- 


rated friends and relatives thus come to- 
gether in earnest embrace is officially 
kno\\n as the bureau of information, lo- 
cated near the western part of the build- 
ing wherein immigrants from the le- 
motest quarters of the globe are receiv- 
ed, examined and, if not found wautin 
given into the fostering care of Miss Co- 
lumbia and her Uncle Sam. The gate 
through which the eligible immigrants 
emerge to become residents of the new 
world is known as the kissing gate. 
Here is where those from a foreign shore 
meet those who have been awaiting their 
arrival. 


Mother and daughter meet husband 


and father here after loug years of sepa- 
ration. It is here that sweethearts clasp 
bands and indulge in a furtive kiss under 
the cold eye of the officials, who are so 
used to the sight that they pay little at- 
tention to it. Here the frugal Hans, who 
has saved enough money to send for his 
gray haired parents, clasps them in 
sturdy embrace, and here may ba found 
sadly disappointed ones, who wait for 
friends that never come. There are tears 
mingled with the joy of meeting aud 
st»ries of longing and privation to be 
told afterward. 


"There's somebody or other kissing 


there all day long," say the officials, for 
thousands upon thousands of immigrants 
pass through this gateway to the United 
States. 
Many nationalities are repre- 


sented iu the hugging exercise—French, 
Spanish, German, American, Russian, 
Seandina-uau, Dutch, Danish, Servian, 
Czech, Italian, Basque. The Italians, 
like the French, are great ones for kiss- 
irg, and it is not uncommon to see two 
bearded men standing iu a bearlike em- 
brace kissing like two turtle doves, while 
the inspectors aud interpreters and at- 
tendants cry out to them to move along 
and make room for the next pair of 
kissers.—Detroit Free Press.

Fevers. 


Fever generally, physicians sar, is a 


condition in which are present the phe- 
nomena of a rise of tompcraturc, an ac- 
celerated circulation aud marked tissue 
danger. As to the primary cause there 
arc several theories. One is that it is a 
disorder of the sympathetic nerve sys- 
tem or a derangement of the Berve cen- 
ters in the brain wHich govern the 
processes of beat production, circulation 
and other functions of the body. Fever 
is generated by chemical changes, prin- 
cipally a process of oxidation or a burn- 
ing up of the tissues of the body. A 
quickened circulation is the rule in all 
fevers, and this maintains a ratio of in- 
crease - with the rise in 
temperature, 


every additional degree of heat being 
marked by an increase of eight or ten 
pulse beats a minute.—New -York Post.

marquis was tho only one of the guests 
who had not taken any part in tho 
chase, for lie never Inmted. 


All through that long repast we had 


talked about hardly anything but the 
slaughter of animals. The ladies them- 
selves were interested iu tales sangui- 
nary and often unlikely, and the ora- 
tors Imitated the attacks and the com- 
bats of men against beasts, raised 
their arms and romanced In a thunder- 
ing voice. 


M. d'Arville talked well, with a cer- 


tain poetry of style somewhat high 
sounding, but full of effect. lie must 
have repeated this story often, for he 
told It fluently, not hesitating on Avords, 
choosing them -with skill to produce a 
picture: 


Gentlemen, I have never hunted; nei- 


ther did my father, my grandfather 
nor my great-grandfather. 
This last 


was tho wo. of a man who hunted 
more than, all of you put together. lie 
died in 17G4. I will tell you how. 


Ills name was Joan. lie was mar- 


ried, father of that child who became 
my ancestor, and he lived with his 
younger brother, Francois d'Arville, iu 
our castle at Lorraine, in the middle 
of tho forest. 


Francois d'Arville had remained a 


bachelor for love of the chase. 


They both hunted from one end of 


the year to the other, without repose, 
without 
stopping, 
without 
fatigue. 


They loved only that, understood noth- 
ing else, talked only of that, lived only 
for that. 


They had at heart that one passion, 


which was terrible and Inexorable. It 
consumed them, having entirely In- 
vaded them, leaving them place for no 
other. 


They had given orders that they

The I'rlckly IVnr a Pest. 


One of (ho most serious difficulties In 


the way of land settlement In some 
parts of Australia is said to be an ob- 
noxious plant called tho prickly pear. 
As a post to farmers it may be fairly 
classed with the rabbits. It has taken 
possession of "whole tracts of country, 
and the settler has to fight a pitched 
battle for every acre he calls his own. 
A single fruit brings forth thirty, sixty 
and even several hundred fold of good 
productive seed. All herbage may droop, 
die aud disappear in the oveu of an 
Australian drought, but the pear sur- 
vives, flourishes and carries on Its proc- 
esses of expansion and reproduction 
with unconcern. In the fierce "strug- 
gle for life," when a drought Is devas- 
tating the land, this pest is a living ex- 
ample of the survival of the "unlit- 
tost." 
It was brought to Australia, 


like the rabbit, cither for use or orna- 
ment, and it has become a plague and 
a pestilence. Its extermination in the 
colony of Queensland, at least, Is a 
question of national Importance.—Les- 
lie's Weekly.

THE HUMAN COUNTENANCE FROM A 


RACIAL POINT OF VIEW. 


Cnrlcnturldtit Do Little More Thaw 


Approximate 
Peculiarities — 'Site 


American Face f» Not Dintlucti-ve 
In Any SCIJHC of the "Word. 
"Faces present mauy interesting stud- 


ies,"' said an observant citizen who had 
just scanned one of the comic papers, 
"and I have been conducting a quiet lit- 
tle autographic study with the humau 
face as the basis. 1 have come to the 
conclusion that the American face is not 
distinctive in any sense of the word, or, 
if it I>a<s any distinctive feature, it is in 
the fact that there is no strong charac- 
teristic that would differentiate it from 
other faces of superior races. There is 
nothing that will call it up in the mind 
from the world's group of Caucasian 
faces. Yet this is not true of other white 
skinnod races.

The Ital- 
ian facr. while not strongly portrayed in 
the mind's picture, h yet definite enough. 
The Jew face is easily differentiated, and 
one may hay the same of the Irish face. 
Memory may slightly mix for the mo- 
ment thu Chinese and the Japanese facv, 
but still tho line of difference is clearly 
marked. There is Lo, the poor Indian, 
whose fare one may never forgot, '-''he 


jjro fact' is thoruughly distinctive. 
"Hut 
what shall one say of the Amer- 


ican faceV Take this comic paper I have 
been scanning. And. by the way, there 
Is one curious tiling about the faces 
which one mny find in comic papers, a 


itiR which one may call a polite slan- 


der in caricaturing. The Jew face, the 
Irish face and the African face are the 
favorites with the men who grind out 
the alleged comical pictorials. They al- 
ways muko a clownish money grabber of 
the Jew, a representation as unjust as 
the old stage portrayal of Shylock or tho 


w of Malta with his cap, his red fringe 


of whiskers, his wig nnd his cringing 
mien. They wore equally unjust to I'at, 
for Erin's son is nearly always a ditcher, 
with his pick, his pipe and his oseralls, 
ami the only justice they do him is in 
prrsenini? his inimitable wit. They fftil 
to do o-u'ii so much for the Jew. In both 
crises tlio pictures show signs of having 
been niiidi' with the meat ax on the i 
butcher*!, block, for they preserve noth- 
ing but thu grotesque abnormalities of 
the two r.icos. And the negro—well, he 
IB ahiays hanging around the hen roost. 


"Hut tlusc laces stnml out merely as 


types and not as t-orioiis portrayals of tho 
facial 
< hiinictfi istics of the races to 


which they belong. They are of course 
hupgestive of ceitain peculiarities which 
are common to all members of the races 
represented. Hut they are horrible exag- 
gerations, unjust and almost criminal cx- 
agpi-rations, 1'or it cannot bo said that 
tin y are accepted with indifference by 
persons who are prejudiced one way or 
the other.
